OECATUK'S NEW OPERA HOUSE 


As It will Appear at the Opening of the 


Fall Season. 


This morning the important and ex- 


pensive work of transforming the exterior 
and interior appearance of Smith's opera 
house was commenced by E. McNabb & 
Son, under the direction of Manager 
Raines. The Manager was seen by a 
REPUBLICAN reporter. He was asked to 
state what was going to be done and how 
the temple of music would appear at the 
opening of the fall season. 


He replied: "Mr. Smith authorizes me 


to state that the opera house will be en- 
tirely transformed in appearance inter- 
nally. The roof over the stage will be 
raised 20 feet, and the arch over the 
stage will be raised 8 feet higher, making 
the stage opening 25 feet high and, 28 
feet wide, the stage being 30 feet deep. 
The arch over the stage will be of the 
French style, and the enlargement indi- 
cated will afford abundant facilities for 
showing or putting on any scenery car- 
ried by any traveling dramatic or spe- 
cialty company, and the stage in all its 
arrangements will be equal to any in the 
west. The stage scenery will be furnished 
new throughout. There will be IE new 
fiat or sliding scenes, each 38 feet high 
(double the height of the old ones), which 


wil] 
be shortened two feet on each side, 


so that there will be more room on the 
stage for the performers and property 
men to move about. In addition to the 
flats there will be four drop scenes, in- 
cluding the new curtain, one represent- 
ing a palace arch, another a palace 
arch 
drop, 
and 
another a -rocky or 


mountainous scene. There will also be 
four sets 
of 
new borders — interior, 


foliage, sky and kitchen, On either side 
of the stage on the gallery floor will be a 
new dressing room, which with the ones 
now provided will furnish every neces- 
sary accommodation." 


"What else will be done?" asked the 


reporter. 


"Well," replied the Manager, "Mr. 


Smith desires the house to be up to the 
times, and while he has been looking 
after remodelling the stage, he has not 
forgotten the amusement soing public. 
The chairs in the parquette and dress 
circle will be raised from the fourth row 
of orchestra chairs. Each row back will 
be raised two inches above the row in 
front, making the elevation gradual back 
to the entrance to the hall; but the aisles 
will not have the step incline. They will 
be in line with the tiers of chaire, and will 
be so constructed BB to gradually incline 
toward the stage. The chairs on the 
sides, outside the parqnefcte railing, will 
be moved close up to the railing, thus 
changing the outer aisles next to the 
walls, so that in case of a 'crush,' there 
will be more standing room and no ob- 
struction whatever to the view of those 
seated in the body of the hall. This re- 
arrangement, I think, the public will ap- 
preciate, because I know it will be much 
more satisfactory to all parties. The ele- 
vation of the chairs will give every one 
in the audience, no matter where he may 
be seated, a full view of every inch of 
scenery shown on the enlarged stage 
opening. The house will be furnished 
with new gas fixtures, and a pretty globe 
for each fixture, and in all probability the 
walls and ceiling will be adorned with 
handsome paper," 


Mr. Haines continued: "The present 


exit for the gallery is 'one objectionable 
feature, 
which is to be remedied 
by 


a side exit on the south side of the 
hall. It will empty the people in the 
gallery on the planked court, and give 
them n dry and convenient passage from 
the opera house to Prairie street through 
the postoffice alley. It will only be opened 
after the close of each performance. This 
new arrangement will pi event crowd- 
ing the main entrance after the audience 
is dismissed, and in case ol a fire it will 
furnish three exits for the gallery, and 
on the ground floor, as you know, the 
fire escapes are as numerous as there are 
doors and windows.'1

Tne First Grand Army Poet. 


In Sunday's edition of toe Chicago 


Inter-Ocean appears a two-column arti- 
cle concerning the early history of tho 
Grand Army of the Republic, Decatur 
was the birthplace of the order whoso 
members are ex-soldiers. 
The Inter- 


Ocean says: 


To Illinois belongs the distinction of 


being the birthplace of the order. For a 
long time the members of the order at 
large were in ignorance of the place 
where the first post was organized, or who 
were its founders, but later it has been 
discovered that the first post WHS organiz- 
ed at Decatur, through the ellbrts of Adj't. 
Gen. 
Ool. B. F. Stephenson. The first 


charter, that of Decatur Post, No. I, is 
now in the custody of Dunham Post, No. 
141, of Decatnr. The original post died 
out, but in May, 1882, some soldiers who 
had been members, desired to again asso- 
ciate themselves together. Very natural- 
ly they wished to do so under the old 
charter, but it could not be found until 
after a great deal of correspondence.when 
it was discovered in the possession of 
Capt. J. T. Bishop, an old member of the 
post who had removed to Pennsylvania. 
The charter was sent to Decatur, where it 
remains, although it was necessary for the 
new post to obtain a new charter. This 
post was organized in the spring of 18GC, 
and the order immediately began to rap- 
idly spread throughout the State. 


The G. A. B. is a beneficiary organiza- 


tion, and, while its government and or- 
ganization are of a military character, it 
is secret and has degrees and a regular 
form of initiation. Its ritual is said- to 
be very beautiful, setting forth the vir- 
tues to be cultivated. In Post No. 1, of 
Philadelphia, the initiatory service is 
made doubly beautiful and impressive, 
as during the delivery of the charge by 
the commander-in-chief, pictures illustrat- 
ing the various points are thrown upon a 
canvass by means of a stereopticon.

Bates of Letter Postage Under-the 
New Law—The Proposed 
Postal Notes. 


On and after Oct. 1, 1883, letter 


postage will be.two cents, for each 
half ounce, or fractional part there- 
of, between all points in, the United 
States. The rate will then be the 
same as drop letters and all others. 
No changes have been made in rates 
on other classes of matter. 


On and after July 1, 1883, you 


can obtain at any money order office 
postal notes in sums of $5 and under 
by paying a fee of three cents. These 
notes will be made payable to bearer 
without corresponding advices. They 
will be payable at any money order 
office within three months of the date 
of issue. After the lapse of that 
time the holder can obtain the par 
value only by applying to the post- 
office department at Washington. 


On and after July 1, 1883, you 


can obtain a postal order for as large 
a sum as §100. 
The present limit is 


$50. The fees on and after that 
date will be as follows: 
Not exceeding §10 
8 cents 


From 810 to 815 
10 cents 


From 15 to 80 
15 cents 


From 30 to 40 
20 cents 


From 40 to 50 
25 cents 


From 50 to 60 
30 cents 


From 60 to 70 
35 cents 


From 70 to 80 
40 cents 


From 80 to 100 
45 cents 


The postal notes will no doubt be 


found more convenient in one re- 
spect than the fractional paper cur- 
rency was, since they can be obtained 
for any number of cents under $5. 
There will also be less liability to 
loss, by theft, than there was when 
fractional notes were used for trans- 
mission through the mails, especially 
if the department uses judgment in 
prescribing the size and form of the 
notes, and in selecting the paper on 
which they are to be printed. On 
the other hand they will be less con- 
venient, in that they can only be ob- 
tained at money order offices at a 
considerable sacrifice of time, espe- 
cially in large cities. It will be ob- 
served that after the 1st of October 
the cost of sending any sum under 
15 postal note will be 5 cents—2 
cents postage and 3 cents fee.

THE FALLEN HEBOBS. 


Memorial Day in Decatur—The 


Soldier Dead Eulcxrized by 


Dr. Daviea. 


Synopele of the Address-Graves Stre-wn 


wl b Flowers.

Memorial Day—the occasion of general 


:hankngiviiig to the soldier dead and liv- 
ng, who sacrificed their lives and braved 
dangers and fongbt bravely 'and trium- 
phantly for the right and preservation of 
he Union—was appropriately and patri- 
otically observed in Deeatw, by a general 
suspension of business, and the observ- 
ance of fitting memorial exercises, which 
were held at the tabernacle because of 
;herain and mud. The exercises were 
conducted under the direction of Dun- 
ham Poet, No. 141, Grand Army of the 
Kepnblie, which organization had pre- 
pared for an imposing parade, but had to 
Bive it up on account of the unpropitious 
weather. 


The tabernacle was crowded at 2:30 p. 


m. The members of the Knights of La- 
bor sat together in a body, as did also the 
military and school children. The G. A. 
E. band and members of Dunham Post 
occupied seats on the stage which had 
been provided for them. 


THE EXERCISES. 


Major G. B. Steele, Post Commander, 


presided. He called upon Adjutant Phil- 
brook, who read the Grand Army orders 
for the observance of the day. Chaplain 
A. C. Stevens offered prayer,'and the 
Arion Quartette sang a vocal selection. 


THE OKATION. 


Bev. E. N. Davies, the orator of the 


day, was then presented by the Com- 
mander. 


He introduced his remarks by the ques- 


tion, "What does the strewing of flowers 
on graves signify?'' It may mean a per- 
sonal love for the dead, a love for the 
cause that they died in, a respect for their 
self-sacrificing devotion to principle; all 
these causes are united no doubt on this 
occasion, but we may ask the question 
again, "What prompts us to strew flowers 
on the graves of these dead?" It is not a 
matter of personal love; for the great 
host of these dead were personally un- 
known to those who are strewing the 
flowers. Though the rank end file of the 
army who have passed away were of va> 
ried character, yet their surviving com- 
rades have no cause to be ashamed of 
them; they compare with any who have 
carried arms in all the past. It is love 
for the cause they died in; this cause had 
several features: 


1st, The maintenance of law and order. 
2d, Maintenance of justice and right 


among men. 


3d, The furtherance of the cause of hu- 


man liberty. 


We honor the dead for their self-sacri- 


ficing devotion to principle. They did 
not die in the effort to acquire riches; the 
greatest triumph they could hope for 
would not add a dollar to their posses- 
sions. They did not die to secure politi- 
cal power; the majority could not hope 
for more than simple citizenship. These 
men did not die for a party; many of 
them were not members of- the party in 
power. A patriot uses a party for the 
purpose of the promotion of principle, 
while a demagogue usea a party for the 
mere purpose of gaining or retaining 
power. These men died for a principle 
in the maintenance of law and order, and 
the maintenance of the cause of human 
liberty. Their bravery was not that of 
the mere animal, the Indian, the lawless 
rioter; it was that of men impressed with 
principle. What kept scores of thou- 
sands in Andersonville and Libby prison, 
dying in starvation, when an oath of ad- 
herence to the rebel government would 
have set them free? 
Nothing but princi- 


ple; they were willing to suffer rather 
than betray the cause for which they 
fought. They fully proved that the old 
spirit of the patriotic fathers lived in 
their worthy sons. 


We are in debt to the dead: 
1st, To see to it that slavery never again 


obtains a foothold on o\ir soil. 


2d, These men died to make the human 


race better, and we must not be contented 
with their victories and their achieve- 
ments. We must go forward in the sup- 
pression of and rooting out of everything 
that tends to produce political dishones- 
ty, dissoluteness of morals and lawless- 
ness. 


Spain and England gave us slavery, and 


these men died to wipe it out. France 
and Germany have given us communism, 
Nihilism and the saloon, and it is our 
work to root them out, 


In conclusion, the speaker said: One 


sad thought follows—we, the G. A. B., 
form an organization which cannot grow; 
it must pass away, must diminish, as the 
death roll increases, until it is gone to 
join our comrades who perished in the 
struggle, 


We have only outlined this address; it 


was listened to with great interest, ancl 
was rilled with eloquent thoughts which 
are worthy to be long remembered by the 
large audience. 


After music by the band and a song 


from the Arion Quartette, the doxology 
was sung and the benediction pronounc- 
ed by Eev. W. H. Preetley, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church. 


The graves of the dead were decorated 


by the Post of G. A. B..; the floral offer- 
ings were entrusted to their care, an the 
condition of the weather kept the greater 
part ot the friends from participating in 
the exercice.

DAKOTA DESCRIBED. 


A Very Interesting Letter. 


We are permitted to make the fol- 


lowing extracts from a private letter 
written by a former resident of this 
couEty, now sojourning at Huron, 
Dakota: 


As you are not acquainted here 


would some sketches and impress- 
ions of this part of the heritage be 
of interest, or have you been cloyed 
already with the Dakota boom f 


This part of the Territory—the 


James, Dakota, or "Jim River Valley" 
—is one vast sea of beautiful prairie, 
extending some three hundred or 
four hundred miles from north to 
south, and from sixty to eighty miles 
from east to west. The limits of the 
valley are stony ridges—or "Dako- 
tas," as they are called here—of con- 
siderable elevation and sometimes 
visible from the river, or rather the 
adjacent banks. The "Jim" is a tor- 
tuous stream, about the size of the 
Sangamon. It flows, as do nearly 
all streams west of the Mississippi, 
much below the general level, and it 
is skirted by a fringe of willows and 
other undergrowth, with an occa 
sional clump or grove of trees, prin- 
cipally elm, ash and cottonwood. It 
is said to be the longest unnaviga- 
ble river on the continent. The as- 
pect of the country is, as a rule, 
grand—some put it stronger, and 
say magnificent. Near the river and 
lakes the surface is broken by wide, 
deep ravines, or "draws," as the Da- 
kotians call them. From three to 
five miles from the streams the land 
stretches out, one wide expanse of 
level prairie, resembling the country 
southwest and east of Maroa. Finer 
looking land is not found anywhere 
in any of the many states that I have 
traveled over. Occasionally you meet 
with a stream, or creek, the bed of 
which "will arrest your attention, and 
impress you very forcibly with its 
singular character. The bluffs will 
in many cases exceed tho river banks 
in night and abruptness, and what is 
still more curious, the bed consists 
of riffles and sink holes alternating 
in a very systematic manner. 
To il- 


lustrate, many places are found along 
these creeks where the water is not 
over a foot or eighteen inches deep, 
and one can step over these with 
ease, and from four to ten feet on 
either side you will almost invariably 
find basins of water fifty to seventy- 
five feet in length, ten to twenty feet 
wide, and from four to ten feet deep. 
During the summer the shallows dry 
up but the sinks do not. The surface 
rocks are objects of interest, even 
astonishment, to one not accustomed 
to seeing them in such numbers. One 
very interesting feature about them 
is the "Injun rings," as the old 
timers designate them. Said rings 
are circles, varying from fifteen to 
twenty five feet in diameter, and 
composed of from thirty to fifty 
stones, of twenty to eighty pounds 
'weight, placed in a peripheratic 
form. 
These circles are very nu- 


merous along the rivers and lakes, 
and I have heard two theories or 
reasons advanced for their ougin. 
The first is that the Indians used 
them as seats in their council delib- 
erative assemblies, and the other and 
more probable one, when you take 
into consideration their frequency 
and location, is that the red men 
used them as weights to hold down 
the flaps of their tents. I have met 
with another artificial group of in- 
teresting 
objects, namely, a few 


mounds, the Shape, dimensions and 
situations of which are such as to 
preclude the possibility of natural 
origin. 
These mounds are about 


fifty feet in diameter at the base, at 
least ten feet above the surrounding 
level, and are almost spherical seg- 
ments in form. And now let us go 
downward for a limited distance and 
see what we shall discover in the de- 
scent. Fancy yourself armed with a 
spade and pick, for you will be sure 
to require the services of these great 
oivilizers. With the aid of the first 
implement we will remove from eight 
inches to two feet of rich, black 
sandy loam; immediately beneath 
this we will need the pick to dig up 
the hard, clayey subsoil, intermixed 
with a variety of mineral substances, 
the most notable of which is a whi- 
tish, chalky like deposit denominated 
magnesia, and by some, 
"alkali." 


This term, I find, here, resembles in 
its use the scriptural term charity— 
as it covers, if not "a multitude of 
sins," a vast deal of matter, and is 
indiscriminately applied to a number 
of chemical earths. 
This stratum 


varies from two to four feet in 
thickness, and below it may be found 
yellow clay and sand beds from six 
to ten feet deep, and occasionally 
deeper, and then comes the blue clay 
mixed with sand. Further than this 
I have not investigated, and I am 
not posted as to the borings of the 
artesian wells sunk at Aberdeen, 
Yankton, Mitchell, and other points 
in the Territory. 


I stated above that finer looking 


land is not found anywhere. Of its 
productiveness I cannot, of course, 
certainly say, but I believe it is not 
now a problematical question, as the 
crops for the past two or three years 


have'about settled, the matter.^ In a 
subsequent letter'if you desire1 it, I 
shall be glad1 to;giye iyou the facts, 
insteadiof. opinions, oh this1 subject. 
The fauna, flora, fuel, products, cli- 
mate, healthfulness,, settlement, peo- 
ple, advantages,' drawbacks, 
and 


other topics of interest pertaining to 
this "wonderland," or "larfd dfjprorn- 
iae,"v8re "each/of .sijfficient impor- 
tanoe-to merit a' separate letter, so I 
shall1 not advert, to them here, but 
will save the'remaining available pa- 
per to write 'of the water of this 
vicinage, as this element is almost an 
inseperable concomitant of soil, and 
will be peculiarly appropriate to dis 
cuss in this letter. 


The surf ace water, i. e , that found 


in the streams and lakes hereabout, 
is generally clear, soft and free from 
objectionable taste or odor during 
the greater part of the year. 
Some 


of the streams are pure the entire 
^year and such water is, in my judg- 
"ment, the best in the country. As a 
rule, the spring, well and artesian 
water is strongly impregnated with 
mineral matter—magnesia, soda, sul- 
phur and other substances. 
The 


taste and smell of much of it is such 
as to render a very close intimacy 
therewith undesirable, and even un- 
bearable. 
Its action on tin and other 


metallic vessels may well cause one 
to think of the internal tegument of 
his digestive apparatus. 
Notwith- 


standing my confidence in the self- 
recuperative, power of the ''inner 
man," I quaff such aqua pura (>) 
with a mental and physical protest. 
If this descriptive venture please you 
and you desire it, I may "shoot its 
fellow the self-same way," as I am 
quite absorbed in my study of Dako- 
ta and its possibilities, and shall aim 
to tell—what many fail to do—the 
plain, unvarnished truth, and not 
try to "boom" this already "boomed" 
to death, but great territory. 


OHIO will have one of the most ex- 


citing elections next Fall that was 
ever held in that state. A governor 
is to be chosen and a legislature 
which will elect a United States Sen- 
ator in place of George H. Peudle- 
'son, and the result will be considered 
as the first gun in the presidential 
campaign of 1884 
There are also 


two constitutional amendments to be 
passed upon. 
One is for absolute 


prohibition, and the other favors 
what is known as legislative control, 
in reality giving the general assem- 
bly the power to deal wi'h the liquor 
question as they see fit, regulating ic 
by license, taxation, local option, etc. 
Governor Foster thinks that there 
will be at least 100,000 votes cast for 
the prohibitory amendment, and, 
while there will very probably be a 
full prohibition ticket in the field, it 
will only be supported by the politi- 
cal prohibitionists, who are not very 
numerous. 
The republicans will 


favor the taxation of the liquor 
traffic and the submission of these 
questions to the people. Nine-tenths 
of the voters are in favor of taxing 
the traffic because it will bring the 
state about 12,000,000 additional 
revenue and close 30 per cent, of the 
saloons. 


The British Grain Trade. 


The Mark Lane Express in review 


of the grain trade during the last 
week, says- "Brilliant weather has 
had a beneficial effect on tho crops. 
Wheat is strong and healthy. The 
demand was nominal and the supply 
moderate. 
Prices were rather lower. 


Foreign wheat was dull, but lifeless. 
The retail demand was somewhat 
weaker. 
The best grades of flour 


was steady, but others were somewhat 
easier. 
Foreign flour was unchang- 


ed. 
The finest grades were firm. 


American unsound was almost un- 
saleable. 
Barley and oats were un- 


changed. 
The same may be said of 


foreign barley. Oats were in large 
supply and slow. Maize was in bad 
condition; prices were higher and 
the market flat. Off coast cargoes 
were slow. There were ten arrivals 
and four sales; a dozen cargoes are 
due. 
Sales of English wheat the last 


week was 58,893 quarters at 43s 5d; 
against 22,209 quarters at 47s 7cl, 
during the corresponding week of 
last year. 


A New Corn Insect. 


Many persons have supposed that 


the failure of corn to sprout this 
season was attributable to defective 
seed and frequent rains. 
A writer 


in the Bloomington Pantagraph says 
the damage is done by a small, slen- 
der, smooth white maggot, about a 
half inch long, without feet and with 
a jet black head. These maggots 
burrow and devour the softened ker- 
nel, sometimes as many as four or 
five occurring in a single hill. 
They 


of course check the growth of the 
corn, and will probably eventually 
kill it. 
If those whose corn is fail- 


ing to come up, or ceases to grow af- 
ter making an appearance above 
ground, will search carefully for these 
worms, it is not impossible that they 
may find them the cause of much of 
the mischief generally complained of 
throughout this part of the state.

He said that he was spending the evening 
with her and he noticed that she seemed 
to be absent-minded, or tired, or some- 
thing, along about two o'clock in the 
morning.

hear anything, and asked her what it 
sounded like, and she said she thought 
may be it was the milk man coming with 
the milk.

GAINESVILLE, FLA., June 1. 


EDS. 
KEPUBLIOAN:—I thought I 


would omit writing this week, but I 
have several letters of inquiry about 
some matters; so to answer all I will 
write somewhat of the things I have 
observed. 
Some have asked what 


is a Florida house. Well, it is a 
house built on the cheap plan, the 
same as those of the new settlers in 
Illinois twenty years ago or more, 
only that some are quite good-sized, 
from four to six rooms, built out of 
rough lumber, and in this warm 
country do well in winter. 
Some of 


the old houses used by the old plan- 
ters were built of logs, and the spaces 
between the logs battened with split 
boards. 
Some of these are in use 


to-day on the old farms. 
The cattle 


and hogs here are small, and nearly 
all run at large in the open woods. 
A good portion of the hogs are of 
the razor-back breed, though the far- 
mers are getting some crosses. 


One letter asks about the colored 


people, are they lazy ? do they steal? 
etc. 
Well, among so many as here 


there are all classes, but there is lit- 
tle complaint now about much theft. 
Some say chickens suffer somewhat 
in close proximity to where there are 
a good many colored people; but 
houses are scarcely ever locked, and 
no depredations 
are 
committed. 


Many of the colored people rant land, 
raise cotton, and many raise vegeta- 
bles. 
I saw one old colored man a 


few days ago who had made over 
$300 from a few acres of vegetables 
for his share, he having rented land 
in partnership with his son, and this 
was his share of the half. 
Land can 


be rented here, the owner finding 
everything and getting one-half, if 
in vegetables; sometimes for so much 
per acre, if for cotton or corn. 


How about help? There is some 


complaint that the hired help is not 
very good, that it needs watching. 
I am asked do women do their own 
work here? That is just as they 
please, just as much so as at the 
North; but if they have colored help 
in the house, the help all go to their 
own houses at night. 


Business does not commence here 


as early in ths day as Northern 
folks are accustomed to, especially in 
town, yet on farms it is somewhat 
earlier, but offices do not open till 
eight o'clock. 
The common break- 


fast hour is about 7 to 7:30. The 
post office opens at 8 a. m., and 
closes at 7 p. m , some at 0. 
The 


thermometer for two days past has 
ranged 86, and in the sun it is some 
warmer, but still cot sultry. 


Peaches bear in two years from 


bud or seed. 
The peento does not 


grow from seed. Figs grow from 
cuttings and bear in two years, and 
bear three crops a year. Good cul- 
tivated orange groves will commence 
to bear in six years if budded, and 
if budded on old sour orange trees 
will commence to bear in three or 
four years. Lemons, if budded on 
sour orange, will bear the second 
year. Bananas bear here somewhat, 
but not heavy crops. Nearly every 
one who can, plants them around low 
places, as they grow luxuriantly. 


Some 
have 
asked 
about 
the 


stumps. 
Hammock land, or any 


hard wood stump will rot out in from 
two to four years, except live oak. 
Pine stumps will last many years, 
but they are not troublesome, as 
they run straight down 
into the 


ground. In a few years they will 
burn out. 
Very few use any North- 


ern made plows, but all use one- 
horse plows, and also an implement 
that can be changed to a shovel 
plow, or narrow blade, called a bull 
tongue, and also to a mould-board, 
that will turn the ground. Still I 
believe, especially on old plantations, 
a good two-horse plow will prove to 
be a valuable implement in restoring 
old land, and as evidence I found it 
so on the farm of Mr. Bevel, whom 
I wrote about two weeks ago. 


A few strawberries are still on the 


vines. 
Blackberries, which grow 


wild in abundance, will last two or 
three weeks yet. Boasting-ears, wa- 
termelons and ripe tomatoes are 
plenty. The oats harvest is about 
over, and corn will be laid-by in a 
short time. 
There is scarcely a 


month in the year that there is not 
some fruit or vegetable maturing. 


I will answer all questions about 


Florida and give all information I 
can about lands, etc., if parties wri- 
ting will send stamp in their letters 
for reply.

FLORIDA IN SUMMER. 


GAINESVILLE, FLA., May 26. 


KDS. REPUBLICAN:—It has 
been 


very cool here part of this week, the 
thermometer marking 46 as the low- 
est, but when I read of its being 28 
with you I thought Florida was still 
some ways ahead. Many inquiries, 
I know, are often made about the 
musquitoes, flies, "varmints," etc. 
"Well, on the rivers, near the coast 
and lakes, especially if much marshy, 
there are plenty of musquitoes, and 
in some places a little troublesome 
pest called the sandfly. In the pine 
lands or on old cleared land away 
from streams musquitoes are not so 
plenty as in Illinois, and besides 
that they are belter behaved, for 
they never trouble any one in the 
day time. I have not heard fifty 
musquitoes since I have been in this 
place, but I was out in a little town 
east of here last week and staid at a 
house near a marsh, and they were 
bad, 
but I am told that they only 


stay here about three months, and 
then disappear. 
Gnats and house 


flies are no worse than in Illinois, 
and if hogs or dogs are kept near 
the house you can expect to find 
fleas, but they disappear also after a 
stay of two or three months. 
There 


are some snakes, but mostly near 
wet places close to hammock land; 
most of them are harmless, but the 
rattlesnake and moccasin are often 
found. 
Game is plenty; deer and 


wild turkey are thick, while there are 
some bears and wildcats near the 
largest hammocks on the coast. Fish 
are very plentiful in all the lakes. I 
have seen a black bass (called here 
trout) caught out of some of the 
lakes, that weighed 14 pounds- 
enough to make Father Glore or 
John B. Miller wish they could fish 
here for a month. 


There is a lack of some mechanics 


and trades in some places. It is a 
good place here for a good boot and 
shoe store, or good shoemakers, and 
I know several towns where there 
is not a single workman at that trade. 
Harness makers are scarce, 
and 


blacksmiths can find work in many 
of the towns. A good portable saw- 
mill would do well around here, 
though they are plenty in some por- 
tions of the state. It is almost im- 
possible to haul logs four to six miles 
to saw-mills, and then the lumber to 
be.hauled back, while a mill that 
could be easily moved from one 
place to another would do well. 


It would astonish your readers to 


see the amount of vegetables going 
over the railroads in one day, as it 
is enormous. Several car-loads are 
taken from this county alone. 
One 


man near here has sold his tomatoes 
in the field for f 100 per acre—12 
acres. 
Watermelons are now in the 


market here. There is a century 
plant in one yard in this city that is 
nearly ready to bloom. The flower 
stalk stands about 25 feet high, and 
is from five to six inches in diameter 
where it leaves the main plant. 
The 


buds stand out on branches, and 
look like large tube rose buds, but 
arranged in clusters, something like 
the cluster of a banana, only not so 
large. The plant is about 25 years 
old. It is visited by many persons 
who are hoping soon to see it in 
bloom. The flower stalk has been 
sixteen weeks in growing up. 


I have been asked in some private 


letters if there are cyclones in Flor- 
ida. 
I can say that persons living 


here for years say they are almost 
unknown. On the coast, of course, 
there are high winds, but nothing in 
the shape of a cyclone has been 
known here for a long time. 
Per- 


haps the most unpleasant thing a 
northern person has to contend with 
is the sand, especially in the roads, 
or in walking; it is sand, every- 
where, nearly. But when you come 
to balance it with Illinois mud or 
dust I think I would take the sand; 
for let it be ever so dry it will never 
blow in clouds of dust, no matter 
how windy, while it may rain a week 
and yon will see no mud. I am sat- 
isfied that a man of moderate means 
can come here and get along nicely, 
for he can find land plenty, and can 
have his "truck farm" of a few acres, 
and soon get an orange grove under 
way; 
and he don't have to spend 


seven months in the year using up 
what he raised in five months. To a 
man of wealth this country affords 
much of pleasure combined with 
profit. 
For people troubled 
with 


asthma, bronchial affections, incipi- 
ent consumption, neuralgia or rheu- 
matism, it is almost a sure cure. 
But let every one bear in mind that 
nobody can live here and defy the 
laws of health any more than else 
where, even though the climate is so 
delightful and the air so balmy that 
it invites you to play upon its good 
nature.
